DEALERS’ COMPLAINT

| The inquiry for these is partly due to a revival 
of discussion about the possibility of inflation 
and also to a desire to obtain higher yields 
than can be secured from the first rank of 
investment securities. 

At the moment the chief supporting in- 
fluen-e appears to be the very small floating 
supply of stock in the hands of the dealers, 
who complain that in spite of the rapid rise in 
prices now in progress they are not transact- 
ing much more business, as sellers are scarce. 
‘It should be borne in mind that, broadly 
speaking, quotations of the leading equities 
are still well below the level ruling in the 
early part of the year, and until that level 
is approached there is not likely to be much 
mcrease in the market supply. 

The Clearing Bank figures for the month 
of October show deposits at a new high level, 
the aggregate total of the eleven London 
clearing banks being £2,660,881,000, an in- 
crease of £64,184,000, compared with the 
September total. In the main this expansion 
is due to the heavy Government war ex- 
pansion which has in recent months been 
partly financed by Treasury borrowing 
against deposit receipts, and the latest 
monthly statement shows that during October 
the Clearing Bank’s holding of these receipts 
increased by £88,000,000 to £179,500,000. 
The discrepancy between the latter figure and 
the total of such Treasury borrowing up to 
the end of last month (£224,000,000, less 
£6,000,000 repaid) is partly due to the fact 
that some of the money came from the 
Scottish banks, which are outside the London 
clearing. 

Investments are also at a new “ high”’ at 
£722,.872,000, the increase of £25,800,000 in 
this item having also contributed to the rise 
in the deposits Smaller allotments of bills 
secured by the market syndicate are reflected 
in a dechne of £27,917,000 in the bills dis- 
counted to £373,429,000, and call money is 
£6,482,000 down at £137,221,000, while cash 
has fallen £18,642,000 to £269.538,000. The 
advances are £3,120,000 down at £933,709,000. 


SAN PAULO COFFEE LOAN 


A feature in yesterday’s price movements 
was a rise of 3 in the price of the San Paulo 
7 per cent. Coffee Realisation Loan, 1930, to 
414, following one of 3 on Monday to 38}. 
The advance was due to the announcement 
that the Brazilian Government had in 
structed the London fiscal agents to credit 
for the present one half of all remittances 
sent in connection with the coupons and to 
expend the balance in acquiring bonds for 
redemption.. The notice adds that one half 
of the remittances 1s sufficient to provide for 
the payment of the coupons at 50 per cent. 
of their sterling face value under the arrange- 
ment made early this year through the 
Council of Foreign Bondholders. 

The outstanding amount of the loan is 
£6,591,200, and the sinking fund requires 
£256,000 nominal of bonds to be bought each 
year. The payment of interest at half the 
statutory rate of 7 per cent. needs £230,692, 
so that it would seem that a similar amount 
is available annually for the sinking fund 
purchases.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE.GAVAN DUFFY.) 


Reserved judgment was given in two con- 
struction summotses relating to the will of 
Wilbraham Fitzjohn Trench, ‘‘ Grianblah,”’ 
Palmerston Park. Dublin, Professor nf 
English Literature in Trinity College, Dublin. 

ne of the summonses, brought hy the 
executors and trustees of the will, dealt with 
Professor Trench’s unsettled property, and 
the second. brought by a daughter, with 
portions of the will in relation to the appoint- 
ment of settled property. The will, dated 
April 17, 1936, was stated to have been 
drafted by Professor Trench himself. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy answered a 
number of questions in the affirmative, but 
as regards the remaining questions on the 
interpretation of the will he asked counsel 
to frame a new set of questions hased on 
his interpretation of various clauses, and said 


the order. 

Among the matters found by Mr. Justice 
Gavan Duffy were (1) that an annuity of 
£160 to Professor Trench’s son, Patrick McK, 
F. Trench, was intended to be free of income 
tax, and (2) that Professor Trench, who was 
a widower, had exercised his powers of 
appointment over certain settled property. In 
so doing he had set forth a scheme of division 
among his children, introducing several pay- 
ments with the words 
thirdly and fourthly.”’ 

He had also made further provision’ to 
rank, he said, after the first and second, 
After the date of his will Professor Trench 
distributed among his children the money 
settled by his wife on marriage, which con- 
stituted the principal fund for appointment 
when the will was made; consequently there 
would be a deficiency im the fund available 
to answer the testamentary — and 
the question arose whether Professor Trench 
intended to give to each of the appointments, 
except the last, which was residuary, priority 
over the appointments (including the fast) 
succeeding it in his numerical order with the 
modification occasioned by the further pro- 
vision ranking after the first and second. Such 
priority was suggested by the phraseology and 
also by the framing of the will, and all 
parties agreed that it was intended. He did 
not feel compelled on behalf of the infants 
concerned to’ take a different view, and he 
would answer “ Yes ” to that question.

Judgment was reserved in the action of 
Meilor, Bromley and Co., Ltd., Minotaur 
Works, St. Saviour’s road, Leicester, Eng- 
land, against Irish Milanese, Ltd. Arran 
quay, Dublin, for £703 odd for the hire of 
machinery, and £72 odd, alleged to be due 
for goods sold and delivered. 

In their defence, Irish Milanese, Ltd., 
denied that the machinery had been hired 
and said that it had been installed in their 
factory, and plaintiffs had warranted the 
plant fit for manufacturing operations and 
capable of drying and finishing material. 
They alleged that the plant was incapable of 
drying and finishing the amount contained in 
the warranty and that large quantities of the 
fabrics produced. by the plant were badly 
finished or damaged in the process of manu- 
facture. They  counter-claimed £8,000 


damages. 

The plaintiffs denied the allegations and 
stated that if there was any failure of the 
plant or damage to the fabric, such was 
caused solely by the negligence or incom- 
petence of the defendants or their servants in 
the working of the plant. They also stated 
that it was a term of the contract between 
the parties that they would not be liable for 
stoppages of machinery or any consequential 
damage, and that any machinery sold, but 
not manufactured by them, was sold. under 
such warranty only as was given by the makers 
to them, and that they were under no obliga- 
tion to enforce such warranty by litigation.

This country of ours is better off 
than most nations, inasmuch as it can 
furnish for itself the greater part of the 
foods necessary for livelihood; there is no 
danger of a shortage of meat, milk or most 
of the essential vegetables, and, in regard 


On the whole, Ireland can 
live satisfactorily, if not luxuriously, on 
her own resources for quite a time. There 
are, however, certain classes ef goods 
which, if they are not necessities of life 
in the strictest sense, have become all but 
essential to our domestic comfort or to the 
smooth working of our daily life; and 
some of these goods come from outside. 
They include coal, which comes from 
England and Wales; tea, which must be 
shipped. from India and Ceylon; petrol, 
the bulk of which is exported from 
America. All of these commodities must 
be transported in ships, and in that, fact 
lies the trouble. ' The twenty-six counties 
possess no mercantile marine of their own, 
and, even if they had ships, the danger

History In Stone 


Executive Committee, of the Gaelic League 
passed a motion requesting the Govern- 
ment ‘‘to remove all statues and memorials 
with a foreign influence from all parts of 
the country.” Micheal O Maolain said 
that it was a sad commentary on a city 
“which prided itself on being Gaelic ”' 
that a huge statue of Nelson, the hero of 
Trafalgar, dominated its principal street, 
while the only memorial to the Four 
Masters was small and insignificant. It is 
true that many of our main streets and 
public places are dominated by statues and 
memorials with a so-called ‘‘ Ascendancy ”’ 
influence—an influence which, for some 
obscure reason, is regarded by a section 
of the country as ‘‘foreign.’’ Some of 
these statues have gone the way of “ King 
Billy,” but many remain. They may not 
be very beautiful; few of them, indeed, 
are even reasonably good from an artistic 
point of view. Their main value, how- 
ever, is not as works of art or exhibits 
of sculpture. They represent a period of 
history. The long lists of generals and 
Lords-Lieutenant, whose statues are seen 
in so many places, represent definite land- 
marks in the history of this country, and 
they almost are equivalent to the rings 
whereby one can tell the age of a tree. 
Ireland is not a young country. It is not 
a country that suddenly has sprung into 
being without’ previous history. It has a 
very old, and ‘at times glorious, history, 
with many different ideals and traditions; 
and these memorials serve to keep one 
period—by no means the least important 
period—of that history in our minds. It 
may be that Micheal O Maolain and the 
other members of the Coiste Gnotha of the 
Gaelic League would prefer to forget the 
particular period of history which these 
statues represent, but to try to ignore it 
completely, or to pretend that it has never 
existed, surely is futile. Anyone who 
imagines that a whole era of history could 
be obliterated by the removal of a few of 
the outward and visible signs of its régime 
behaves in ostrich fashion. The city is 
growing in size. Every day new streets 
are being opened up, and the suburbs are 
extending in all directions. Surely in all 
this new and larger area space could be 
found for such memorials as the Gaelic 
League would prefer—for instance, the 
coveted memorial to the Four Masters. 
There is plenty of room in the Greater 
Dublin of to-day to build all the statues 
and monuments necessary to record in full 
the more recent periods in the history of 
Ireland, and the old Celtic heroes whose 


| statues heretofore have been neglected to 


a degree. Is it necessary—or desirable—to 
destroy. all. the old memorials before

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Help For The Poor 


The grip of winter is closing on Europe

THE PORTS: TWO TEXTS 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. - 

Sirn,—I write to direct your attention to a 
serious discrepancy between your report of 
Mr. Lees Smith’s statement in the West- 
minster House of Commons following Mr. 
Churchill’s speech of the 5th November and 
that of 7’he (London) 7J'imes. 

The /rish T'imes :— 

“I was evident that recent sinkings 
of ships must be two or three times the 
rate of any possible replacement. That 
was: because Germany now had ports 
west of Britain, and those ports were 

* on the west coast of Ireland.’’ 

The Times :— 

‘‘It was clear that the sinkings must 
be at two or three times the rate of any 
possible replacements. In the early 
stages of the war they. were small, 
because we had ports on the west of the 
enemy, Plymouth and Portsmouth; now 
as a result ot the French collapse 
Germany had ports on the west of us. 
The obvious remedy would be for us to 
have ports on the west of them and the 
orts were there, on the west coast of 
reland.”’ 

The latter is a statement of geographical 
fact—the former, an allegation of quite a 
different character. 

As an Englishman who for some years has 
been a serious student of Ireland, 1 can well 
imagine the repercussions in Eire of the state- 
ment as quoted by you, and 1 ask you, in 
the interests of Anglo-Irish harmony, . to 
examine carefully the two texts and to give 
the true one the widest publicity. 

You will doubtless share my fears as to 
the immediate future of relations bétween our 
two countries if your recording of Mr. Lees 
Smith’s remarks is allowed to staiid.— Y ours, 
ae DonaLD TAYLOR.

HE Italian -air ‘offensive against this 
country may be said to have open 
last. night, as there were far more Italian 
machines among the raiders than on 
previous occasions, when they formed only 
a small proportion of the raiding force.

More Shelters 


The air-raid shelter question is now being 
tackled seriously by the authorities, and 
there are several signs to-day that the 
situation is not to be allowed to remain 
in its present state. At one place in 
Central London a huge notice has been 
erected stating: ‘‘There are shelters for 
9,250 within 400 yards of this spot. Get 
to know them’ Not only in Central 
London, but in suburban districts, build- 
ings are being requisitioned, particularly 
houses with large basements, which can be 
adapted as shelters without delay. For 
the present, any work on the basements 
will be confined to reinforcement, but as 
soon as possible they will be fitted with 
sleeping bunks. Local authorities are co- 
operating with the Government in this 
work, and after all the delays it is gratify- 
ing to see that a real effort is at last being 
made to provide more shelter in places 
where it is wanted.

New Industries

supplied from Belgium, are being produced 
not only for the British home market, 
where the demand is substantial, but also 
for export. For the British market the 
demand is explained by the ticking 
required for air-raid shelter bunks, and 
orders received from thé local authorities 
alone will keep the industry busy for a 
long time. With regard to the foreign 
markets, business is being developed with 
the United States, and, as the exact 
requirements of this market have been 
studied, it is expected that substantial 
contracts will be placed. Certain manu- 
facturers in Lancashire who have been 
affected by the quota regulations relating 
to home trade are sharing in the export 
business to fcreign markets and the 
Dominions. 


IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Bucharest 


The disastrous experience which has 
befallen Bucharest will, for a long time to 
come, make it a city far other than its 
name signifies. In Rumania the name 
“ Bucaresci’’ means “City of Joy.” With 
iis various amenities, musical conscr 
vatories, academies and two universities, 
it had strong claims to be so designated. 

In its rate of development no other 
European city has grown so rapidly in size 
and cultural importance. Its site has, to 
a large extent, accounted for its uprise; 
for, lying in one of the most fertile parts 
of the country, agriculture and commerce 
have contributed materially to its growth. 

In 1698 it was only a village, and, as 
each decade of years saw it grow in size 
and industry, Serbians and Magyars 
directed jealous eyes in iis direction. It 
was pillaged by the former in 1716, and 
from that year onwards was either sacked 
or occupied by Russians and Austrians 
alternately. 

In the years immediately before the 
World War its university became notorious 
for the proportion of its professors to the 
number of students. There were 499 pro- 
fessors and lecturers and 7,532 students 
in 1929. : 

..A chorus of protest emanated from the 
local Press against the laxity and 
prodigality with which the university was 
conducted, and also against the overstaffin 

inefficiency of all the municipa 

services.. It took several years of vigorous 
agitation to bring about reforms. 

Until recently the city had only a few 
om buildings of two storeys or more. 

irtually all the private houses of every 
class of the inhabitants are one-storey, 
built with brick and roofed with metal. 


Flat Racing 


The extension of the flat race season 
means that we shall have two-year-old 
races in December. How some of our grand- 
fathers would have exclaimed had they 
lived to see such a phenomenon in this 
country! Yet these two-year-old races will 
be a boon to owners. 

Actually there must be close upon a 
hundred two-year-olds in the country that 
are still maidens, while unusually large 
fields have been the rule recently. Trainers 
had difficulties to cope with this season ‘in 
training the juveniles under their care. 
One of these must have been the dry 
summer and its resultant hard going. 
Naturally, that has caused an increase in 
the numbers of maidens; but these should 
now be decreased before the final adjourn- 
ment for 1940. 

Of course, there are still all sorts of 
people racing who would prefer to keep 
their juveniles for their second season, and 
among them are those who never race their 
fillies at all, but retain them for the 
paddocks. We are to have a December 
fixture at Tramore. and that also sounds 
somehow remarkable! 


A Literary Dinner 


The Irish Academy of Letters has a 
habit of holding dinners every now and 
then, but hitherto these dinners have been 
very conspicuously private. The Press 
has not been admitted, and an unhappy

journalist like myself has had about as 
much chance of nosing into one of them 
as a chorus girl would have of wate- 
crashing a Freemason’s committee meet- 
ing! The late ‘‘W.B.”’ carried this 
passion for privacy so far that he used 
to make the waiters withdraw after the 
cigars had been lighted. 

I am told, however, that the forth- 
coming “ prize-winners’ dinner’”’ at the 
Dolphin Hotel to-morrow night will be much 
less aloof. In fact, it will be inthe nature 
of a public dinner, and I gather that 
literary-minded members of the general 
public will be abundantly welcome, It 
ought to be an interesting event. 


“ Right” and “Left ” 


There will be a “right” and “left” 
note about it, since it 1s designed to do 
honour to Mr: Francis MacManus, who 
is acclaimed the best novelist of 1939, on 
the one hand, and to Mr. Cecil Day Lewis, 
on the other. as the best poet. 

I notice, by the way, that the judge 
who elected Mr. MacManus was E. M. 
Forster, whom some people might regard 
as fundamentally ‘‘ leftish,’’ while the 
judge who chose Mr. Day Lewis was Mr. 
Sturge Moore, who is hardly even pink. 
This is a nice lesson in the fundamental 
tolerance of the literary lads. 

The Academy hopes that Mr. Day Lewis 
himself will be present, in spite of what 
the sailing bills—appositely in these davs 
—describe as ‘‘the King’s enemies.’’ The 
anonymous donor of the Academy award 
will also be present. and the chair will 
be taken by Lord Dunsany, President of 
the Academy, or by Miss Elizabeth Bowen, 
Vice-President. 


The “ House of Pleasure ”’ 


The Pavilion in Dun Laoghaire, for the 
second time in its history, has been gutted 
by fire. The previous occasion was in 
1916, just thirteen years after it had been 
opened, and then, just as on last Sunday 
morning, the people of the town saw not 
only a house of entertainment go up in 
smoke, but a place which enjoys a certain 


affection among both residents and 
visitors. I don’t know why, but there was 
something about the Dun Laoghaire 


Pavilion which always made me think of 
a French casino, and, of course, French 
casinos—the less fashionable ones—were 
rather pleasant places. 

In 19035, the year of the opening, a local 
reporter described the new Pavilion as 
the “ House of Pleasure.*’ where for six- 
pence one could hear famous orchestras 
and watch operatic parties. It was follow- 
ing the first fire that the Pavilion was 
converted into a cinema, and in 1930, a 
“-talkie ” plant was installed. 

How different were the methods with 
which the first fire was fought from those 
employed on Sunday! The story is still 
told in Dun Laoghaire of how one of the 
fire brigade horses, exhausted after its 
break-neck dash through the town, dropped 
dead upon perceiving the enormous blaze. 
There was no A.S.F., A.R.P., or L.S.F. 
then, and neither was there a military 
outpost so conveniently nearby to help 
fight the flames.

Great Gale Over Ireland, 

A great storm of wind and rain passed 
over Ireland yesterday, and its effects were 
severely felt in the neighbourhood of Dublin. 
The mail service to Holyhead was interrupted, 
as the afternoon boat from Hoiyhead had to 
put back when half way across owing to the 
state of Kingstown Harbour, and the evening 
boat from Kingstown was unable to sail. The 
Dublin and Kingstown Railway was blocked 
between Merrion Gates and Salthill. The 
tram services to Dalkey and Howth were 
interrupted by floods and falling trees, which 
broke the overhead wires The English mail 
was' despatched from Dublin by the North 
Wall boat. 

Owing to the flooding of the Gasworks, 
Kingstown. was in darkness last night. 

Several vessels were wrecked, including the 
splendid barque Inveresk, of Aberdeen (1,290 
tons), and the crew were rescued with great 
difficulty by the lifeboat. 

The rainfall was very heavy, 2.533 inches 
being recorded in Dublin up to nine o’clock 
last night. The velocity of the wind varied 
from forty to sixty miles. |

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GERMAN WARSHIP 


Cruiser’s Fight To 
Save Convoy 


—— 


GUNS ROARING - 


By a Press ASSOCIATION REPORTER. 


A BRITISH merchant. cruiser, 
Jervis Bay (14,164 tons), sail- 
ing out alone while her convoy 
scattered for safety in the gathering 
darkness, poured shells at a German 
warship in mid-Atlantic until the 
cruiser sank after an explosion, but 
with her guns roaring to the last. 

She was commanded by Acting- 
Captain E. S. F. Fegan, R.N. Sixty- 
five survivors are on a merchantman. 

A British captain suggests that the 
warship was, either the Deutschland 
or the Von Scheer. 

The attack happened on November 5th. 

The story is told in a British Admiralty 
communiqué and by the captain of a ship, 
one of 29 in the convoy of 38, which the 
Germans claim to have sunk, but which are 
now safe. 

The British communiqué recalls that the 
German High Command announced that the 
whole of this convoy had been destroyed. 
The statement adds that it is possible that 
some of the ships still missing may be safe. 


OUTGUNNED 


One captain at a British port said that 
what he took to be a cruiser of the 6,000 
tons Nuremberg class, was spotted on 
November 5th.

Qur escort sinp, the Jervis Bay, 
acted with gréat courage and gallantry. She 
sailed out to meet the German ship, while 
the other ships were ordered to scatter. 


DOWN IN FLAMES 


**Those on board the Jervis Bay must have 
known what their fate would he, but they 
went on firing their guns as tong as they 
could. The German ship had, however, an 
overwhelming mass of guns, and the unequal 
contest ended with the gallant British ship 
going down in flames.’’ 

The Jervis Bay, in peace time, was an 
Australian Commonwealth liner, and had a 
crew of 15 officers and 174 men. In June, 
1928 eight stowaways tried to cause a mutiny 
among the crew and to set fire to the ship. 
They were put under hatches and guarded 
by a posse of volunteer guards from among 
the passengers. 

In 1934 the Jervis Bay saved a pilot of the 
French Air Force who had crashed into the 
Mediterranean.

A strong attack on Captain Margesson, 
Government Chief Whip, was made by 
Captain Vivian Adams (C., West Leeds), in 
the House of Commons yesterday.

Asking that he 
might have Captain Margesson’s attention, 
Captain Adams exclaimed: “ He need not try 
to sneer me into silence.” (Cries of ‘* With- 
draw.’’) “TI suppose, ” continued Captain 
Adams, “he will say that he is physio- 
logically incapable of sneering.” For nine 
years, he said, the Chief Whip in two Parlia- 
ments had driven huge majorities in support 
of policies which had culminated in this dis- 
aster. To-day they had a Prime Minister who 
was the symbol of coming victory. Yet the 
Chief Whip did all he could to exclude Mr. 
Churchill from the Government until the war 
came. Those who had for years asked for a 
Churchi Government he treated as a bad 
smell. ‘*1 came hack last week-end to find 
acres of the East End of London in ruins, as 
well as devastation in other parts of the 
Metropolis—memorials of the methods by 
which the Chief Whip and his friends have 
run the country during the last nine years.

M ORE than twenty acres of wrecked buildings and smouldering déb 
are all that is left after the great fire which destroyed the Athlone 

Woollen Mills and sections of the surrounding streets in the early houng 

of yesterday morning. About 500 persons were employed at the mills. 


The fire, which raced through the buildings, swept on by a sixty-mile- 
an-hour gale coming down the Shan ion, wrecked buildings, plant and 
valuable machinery which would cost more than half a million pounds 


to replace. 


The whole town, it is believed, would have been enveloped by the 
flames, which reached more than a hundred feet over the roofs of the 
immediate streets, had it not been for the efficiency of soldiers, police, 


L.S.F. and firemen. 


Streets were evacuated and houses dynamited by the 


military to make an ‘obstacle for the flames.

DROWNED AT 
SKERRIES

were drowned at Skerries 
yesterday afternoon when going out 
with a horse and cart to gather sea- 
weed on Shinneck Island. They

Shinneck Island is about a quarter of a 
mile from Skerries, and when the tide is 
out farmers and market gardeners from Rush 
take their horses and carts across the sands 
and gather the seaweed left by the sea. 
Yesterday afternoon about twenty seaweed- 
gathe.ers with horses and carts lined up 
opposite the island, waiting for the appearance 
of Peggy’s Rock on the island, which showed 
that i, was safe to cross. 

At about 2.30 the three youn 
to’ attempt to cross the stretch of water in 
spite of the protests of the other men. They 
drove their cart into the water, and, when 
they were half way across, the horse got out 
of its depth and started to swim. The youn 
men, seeing that the water was too deep nal 
turbulent to achieve the crossing in safety, 


men decided 


tried to go back, but, as the horse turned 


against the tide, it was hit by a wave and 
flounderead, its leg being caught in a shaft of 
the cart, 


THROWN INTO WATER 


As the animal fell the three young men 
were thrown into the water. hey could 
not swim, and were dashed about by. the 
heavy swell, as the horse, struggling up- 
wards again, swam further out to sea, 
dragging the cart with it, When the men 
on shore saw what had happened several 
unyoked their horses, and, seated on the 
animals’ backs, swam out to the men 
struggling in the water. They could do 
nothing, however, for the sea was too rough, 
and they could not get their horses near 
enough. 

Michael McGee, who is an uncle of Thomas 
Sackley, was one of those who went out on 
horseback. He said that he got out a con- 
siderable distance and managed to throw a 
rope to them, but by this time the drowning 
men had not got the strength to grasp it, 
while a heavy wave threw back his horse. 
“-I could not reach the boys.” he said. ‘‘If 
they only could have caught the rope.”’ 


BODIES RECOVERED 


When .it was found that the horsemen 
could do nothing to reach the young men 
efforts were made to get a boat, but by the 
time the boat got near the Jide was well out 
and the bodies of the men were recovered in 
only a few feet of water about «x hundred 
yards from where they were thrown from 
their cart. They were taken to a nearby 
shed, where men from the town, including 
members of the Irish Red Cross, under the 
supervision of Dr. T. Moynihan, Dr. Andrew 
Heffernan, the local dispensary doctor, and 
Dr. T. Healy applied artificial respiration for 
several hours. 

In the meantime the horse was still fighting 
against the waves. J+ struggled valiantly for 
some time, but one of the wheels of the cart 
caught in a rock and the horse had to remain 
there. After a time, however, boatmen 


managed to reach it, and unhitching it, suc- |. 


ceeded in leading it to the shore.

The finding of a blood-stained: tongs in the 
kitchen led te the discovery of the mutilated 
body of a man in his home at Delvin, Co. 
Westmeath, on last Monday morning. 

On that day Michael Leavy, following the 
finding of the tongs, went to a bedroom 
which his two brothers occupied and was 
horrified to see the body of one of them 
(Thomas) on the bed in a seriously wounded 
condition. 

At an inquest held later in the day by Mr. J. 
J. Macken, Deputy Coroner? Michael Leavy 
deposed that he resided with his two brothers, 
Thomas and Edward. When he left the house 
the previous evening his two brothers had 
finished tea and were in the house. During 
the summer months witness slept in a room 
attached to the house. He did not enter the 
house when he returned home at 11 o'clock, 
but the door was locked and there was no 
light. He went to bed then and did not hear 
any unusual noises that night. 

hen he went to the kitchen on the next 
morning he saw the head of the tongs bent 
and bearing an unusual colour. The fire 
appeared to have been iit for some time.

During the early hours the town rocked 
with the explosions of houses being de- 
molished, and everywhere within two hundred 
yards of the mills broken windows, pieces of 
rubble and scattered pieces of plate glass 
were a common sight. later in the ms 
barricades were set up in certain streets an 
military pickets, armed with rifles, paraded “ 
the town to prevent Jooting. 

The fire was discovered shortly after mid- 
night; the alarm was sounded by an emeras 
gency siren in the factory; word was trans- 
mitted tothe Army stationed at Athlone, and 
the general alarm was sounded by them. The 
local fire brigade and police turned out at 
full strength, as did the L.S.F., and a great 
number of military. including corps of 
engineers, came into the town. 

In the darkness the commotion was great, 
and a number of people thought something 
even more setious was afoot. Ouickly it wae 
seen that outside help would be required, 
and calls to the fire brigades at Mullingar, 
Galway, Dublin and the Curragh were 
dispatched. At varying times between 1 a.m. 
and 6 a.m. all these i ades arrived, with 
the exception of the Dublin Brigade. 


FAMILIES EVACUATBD 


The Army and the L.S.F. immediately set 
the evacuating families from their homes, and 
200 people were removed from Leinster 
terrace, The Villas, North Gate street and St.. 
Francis’ terrace. Among them were more 
than a dozen aged or bed-ridden people, who 
had to be taken out on stretchers by the 
Knights of Malta Ambulance Section and 
other helpers. Some of them were carried 
over walls and hedges lest they be trapped 
hefore being taken to the Crescent Nursing 
Home and private houses. Other people were 
reluctant ‘to leave their homes and were 
ordered out by the military. 7 

Then the military engineers corps set to 
dynamiting certain houses in the immediate 
path of the fire, with the resultant break. 
ing of windows and scattering of debris. 
Great clouds of dust, sparks and smoke 
rose above the town, and, lit up by the glare 
from the mills, could be seen for many miles 
across the Midlands. ! 

At, one time a Wesleyan church, the Pro- 
vincial Bank, the Town Hall, a school and 
a whole block of houses appeared in imminent, 
danger oí being destroyed, but, owing to the 
tenacity of the fire-fighters and a slight 
change in the direction of the wind all except 
the school and some of the houses were 
saved. Part of the school and the street 
in which it is situated had to be blown up 
by the military. Windows in the church wer& 
broken. The Gas Works were a cause for 
great anxiety, as they were directly in the 
path of the flames Coal in the Gas Works 
premises was already alight, and it looked 
as though the works might blow up. It was 
found, however, that the gas could be released 
from the gasometer by taking it through & 
main from the side of the container and dis- 
charging it in the air. The high wind kept 
the gas ahead of the flames. 


THE TOWN HALL 


The Town Clerk, Mr. J. Garagh,.in an 
interview, said that he was given three 
minutes by the military to go into the Town 
Hall—the roof and windows of which were 
already damaged—to recover the books. 
‘This 1 did,” he said, “but fortunately the 
wind changed slightly soon afterwards, and 
the Town Hall was saved.” 

Dr. William H. Coen, whose house lay, 
directly in the fire’s path, said that on 
hearing the alarm, he immediately thought it 
was an emergency situation, and ‘phoned the 
police. In a short time he found it neces- 
sary to evacuate his house. “‘The military, 
went through my house,” he said, “and 
removed all my furniture. I could not but 
admire the strength of four soldiers, who 
carried my baby-grand piano from the top 
of the house to safety in the Ritz Cinema. 

Roslevin School, part of which was dyna 
mited by the military, was hdrriedly, 
evacuated, and three girl boarders, two 
mistresses, a housekeeper and a maid were 
taken to places of safety. 


STREET LEVELLED 


John Geraghty, of 18 North Gate street, 
was one of those whose homes stood directly, 
in the path of the flames. The greater part 
of the opposite side of the street where he 
lived was levelled to the ground by high 
explosives, and yesterday evening his house 
stood windowless, cracked and battered, 
strewn about with débris, with a thick coat 
of grey dust covering everything within and 
without. He showed our representative the 
remains of his front hall-door, where it lay 
blasted to fragments in his backyard. It 
had been blown off its hinges at the front of 
the house, flung through the hallway, out 
through the back door, which was open, and 
deposited in pieces in the yard at the rear. 
Debris, slates and pieces of mortar were 
hurled through his front windows and re} 
mained scattered on the floors inside. 

In an interview Mr. Geraghty said: “1 re- 
turned to my home after an evening out at 
11.40 p.m. and went to bed. I was not lon 


in bed before my wife awoke me and iol 


me that there was a fire somewhere outside, 
I had just got up to see what it was about 
when a number of soldiers came and told us 
to clear out immediately, that we were in 
immediate danger, and should not delay. oly. 
wife and 1 got dressed, and with our two 
babies left the house. That was at 12.45 
a.m. We had to get out the back way, 
because when we opened the front door we 
were met by a scorching wall of flame which 
was reaching right across the road and lick- 
ing at the front of our house. We went to 
friends, who looked after my wife and babies, 
I came back at 3 a.m. and found that it was 
impossible to get into the house owing to 
the thick smoke, fumes and flame surround- 
ing it. I went round to the back to try and 
get in that way, but found it impossible, and 
had to stand and watch from a distance, 
At 3.30 I saw the military and firemen play- 
ing hoses on my house, and I thought that 
it had caught fire. This went on for some 
time. but later on it was still intact. 

“Then the soldiers came to me and said 
that they were going to blast the houses 
opposite. The houses were blasted down, but 
the walls of my home still stood, although all 
the front windows were blown in. In the 
confusion following looters stole my bicycle 
and several other smaller things from the 
house.” 

Miss H. Roden, proprietress of the Central 
Hotel, which was also menaced by the fire, 
said that the soldiers came into the hotel 
shortly after midnight and ordered everyone 
to leave the building. There were twenty- 
two guests asleep at the time, and they all 
left their beds .and, taking merely their per- 
sonal belongings, left the hotel. 


WOMAN RESCUED

SEVEN YEARS’ SENTENCE 
IMPOSED | 


Richard O'Connell, 23 Mountjoy square, 


Dublin, was sentenced yesterday by the 
Special Criminal Court sitting in Collins 
Barracks, Dublin, to seven -years’ penal 


servitude on the charge of being in possession 
of firearms and ammunition with intent to

They all knew of the self-sacrificing work 
done by the members of the Society, and. the 
least the public could do was to put them 
in a better position to take care of those 
who were in greatest need, 
Last year he had personal experience of 
the efficiency of the organisation and its 
leadership when a after the outbreak 
of the war large numbers of women and 
children arrived from England. The St. 
Vincent de Paul leaders were asked to help, 
and within a few hours their members were 
busy at Dun Laoghaire and Rosslare, and 
helped greatly to relieve the sufferings of the 
travellers. 
Seconding the motion, Mr. Cecil Lavery, 
K.C., said they all knew the immense good 
that the Society had done for many years.

When the war is over, if civilisation for 
generations is not completely destroyed and 
laid waste, a new order must surely arise, 
based on a true democracy, but with a greater 
sympathy for the poor and constructive legis- 
lation fo rtheir betterment, their happiness, 
their health and their general wellbeing. 
Supporting the motion, Dr. J. Hannigan, 
T.D., said that any falling off in subscrip- 
tions would be a calamity.

The report stated that last year 9,915 
families had been assisted, 118,000 visits paid 
to homes, £28,946 disbursed as relief in food 
and kind, and £2,187 given in cash as relief. 
The families assisted were representative of 
a very large class, who found it impossible to 
live on their own resources. During recent 
months the work of the society had had to be 
curtailed owing to insufficiency of funds, and 
would have had to be further restricted but 
for various enterprises undertaken by 
members to raise funds.

The principal theme of all the 
speeches was the sincerity with which 
he strove to save Europe from the 
catastrophe of war. 


The Prime Minister cng in the 
Commons, and Lord Halifax, F gus a 
Secretary, in the House of Lords, 
told how, forty-eight hours before he 
died, Mr. Chamberlain sent for him, 
and they had a little talk about the 
war, of which he had hoped to see 


the victorious end. 


Mr. Churchill, in the course of his tribute, 
said: Since we last met the House has 
suffered a very grievous loss in the death 
of one of its most distinguished members, 
and of a Statesman and IN lic servant, who, 
during the best. part of three memorable 
ears, was the first Minister of the Crown. 

he fierce and bitter controversies which 
hung around him in recent times were hushed 
by the news of his illness, and are silenced 
by his death. i : 

It is not given to human beings—happily 
for them, for otherwise life would be intoler- 
able—to foresee or predict to any large extent 
the unfolding course of evemts. In one phase 
men seem to have been right, in another they 
seem to have been wrong; then again, a few 
ears later, when the perspective of time has 
engthend, all stands in a different setting; 
there is a new proportion and another scale 
of values. History, with its flickering lamp, 
stumbles along the trail of the past, trying 
to reconstruct its scenes, to revive the echoes 
and kindle, with a pale gleam, the passions 
of former days. 


THE ONLY GUIDE AND 


SHIELD 


But what is the worth of all this? The 
only guide to a man is his conscience— 
(hear, hear)—the only shield the rectitude 
and sincerity of his own actions. It is very 
imprudent to walk through life without this 
shield, because we are so often mocked by 
the failure of our hopes, deceived by our 
calculation. With this shield, however the 
fates may play, we march always in the 
ranks of honour. 

It fell to Neville Chamberlam, in one of 
the supreme crises of the world, to be con- 
tradicted by events, to be disappointed in 
his hopes, and to be deceived and cheated 
by a wicked man. (Hear, hear.) But what 
were these hopes in which he was dis- 
appointed, what were these wishes in which 
he was frustrated? They were surely among 
the most noble and benevolent instincts of 
the human  heart—(cheers)—the love of 
peace, the toil for peace, the strife for peace 
the pursuit of peace even at great peril, and 
certainly to the utter disdain of popularity, 
of clamour. 


APPEAL TO VERDICT OF 
THE FUTURE 


Whatever else history may, or may not, 
say about these tremendous, terrible years, 
we can be sure that Neville Chamberlain 
acted in perfect sincerity according to his 
lights. - He strove to the utmost of his 
capacity and authority, which were powerful, 
to save the world from the awful and the 
devastating struggle in which we are now 
engaged. This alone will stand him in good 
stead, as far as what is called the verdict of 
history is concerned. But it is also a help to 
our country, and to our whole Empire, and 
to our decent, faithful way of life, and how- 
evet long the struggle may last, and however 
dark may be the clouds which overhang our 
path, no future generation of English-speak- 
ing folk—for that is the tribunal to which we 
appeal—no such generation will doubt that 
even at great cost to ourselves in technica 
preparation, we were guiltless of the blood 
and terror and misery which have engulfed 
so many lands and people, and yet seek new 
victims still.

o those ravings and outpourings count be- 
fore the silence of Neville Chamberlain’s 
tomb? (Subdued cheers.) Though long, hard 
and hazardous years lie before us, at least we 
enter upon them united and with clean 
hearts. 


NOTEWORTHY QUALITIES 


I should not propose to give an apprecia- 
tion of Neville Chamberlain’s life and char- 
acter, but there were certain qualities, always 
admired in this island, which he possessed in 
an altogether exceptional degree. He had a 
physical and doral toughness of fibre which 
enabled him throughout his varied career to 
endure misfortune and disappointment, with- 
out being unduly discouraged or wearied. He 
had a precision of mind and an aptitude for 
business which raised him far above the 
ordinary levels of our generation. He had a 
firmness of spirit which, though not often 
elated by success, was seldom downcast by 
failure, and never swayed. by panic, (Hear, 
hear.) When, contrary to all his hopes, to 
all his beliefs and exertions the war came 
upon him, and as he himself said, all that he 
had worked for was shattered, there was no 
man more resolved to pursue the unsovght 
quarrel to the death. he same qualities 
which made him one of the last to enter the 
war made him one of the last who would quit 
it until the victory of our righteous cause was 
won. I have had the singular experience of 
passing in a day from being one of his most 
prominent opponents and critics to being one 
of his lieutenants, and on another day 
passing from serving under him to become 
head of the Government which, with perfect 
loyalty, he was content to be a member. Such 
relationships are unusual in our public life. 
I have before told the House of how on the 
morrow of the debate which in the early days 
of May challenged his position, he declared 
to me and a few other friends that only a 
National Government could face the storm 
about to break upon us, and that if he were 
an obstacle to the formation of such a Govern- 
ment he would instantly retire. Thereafter 
he acted with that singleness of purpose and 
simplicity of conduct which at all times, and 
especially in great times, ought.to be the 
model for us all. _ 


HIS NERVE UNSHAKEN 


-When he returned to duty a few weeks 
after a most severe operation, the bombard- 
ment of London and of the seat of Govern- 
ment had begun. 1 was a witness of his 
fortitude under most painful and grievous 
bodily affliction, and I can testify that, 
although only a physical wreck of 4 man, his 
nerve was unshaken and his remarkable 
mental faculties were unimpaired. 

After he left the Government he refused all 
honours.

THE POULTRY 
INDUSTRY 


MINISTER’S ADVICE TO 
FARMERS 


- 


Poultry keeping has become even more 
important than heretofore in the economy of 
Irish farming, said Dr. James Ryan, Minister 
for Agriculture, when he presented a silver 
cup to Mr. William Murphy, Skeeter Park, 
Cleariestown, Co. Wexford, winner of the 
National Egg Laying Tests of 1939-40. The 
performance of the birds in this, the twenty- 
eighth national egg laying test, had been well 
up to standard, he reported, and the quality 
of the birds competing was satisfactory. He 
emphasised the importance of maintaining the 
quality of theim poultry stocks, and advised 
purchasers of hatching eggs, day-old chicks, 
or adult breeding stock to procure supplies 
only from reliable sources. 

he large supplies of home-grown cereals 
enabled poultry aaa to be carried on at a 
relatively low cost, and the wider use of the 
stubble after harvesting. would not only 
reduce the food bill, but would also have a 
very beneficial effect on the health of the 
birds and on the jand. Dr. Ryan suggested 
that dairy and tillage farmers could increase 
the number of birds maintained, and could be 
assured of procuring hatching eggs and day- 
old chicks of the highest quality from the 
poultry stations established under the Com- 
mittees of Agriculture. The facilities of 
these stations he said, should be | fully 
utilised, and orders should be placed early so 
that the total output could be absorbed. 

Congratulating Mr. Murphy on his success, 
Dr. Ryan said that with mx birds he had 
produced 1,413 egg! in forty-six weeks, and 
only thirty-two of these eggs were second 
grade. The birds, Rhode Island Reds, were 
excellent specimens of the breed. Dr. Ryan 
expressed the hope that Mr. Murphy’s lead 
would be followed by other young men, as 
it was too rarely that men took an active 
interest in poultry keeping.

“ Legislative control in architectural taste 
for us awaits a solution propounded by the 
profession as a necessary guidance to the | 
individual praetitioner,’’ said Mr. Horace T. 
O'Rourke, F.R.I.A.I., F.R.I.B.A., F.R.S.A., 
and City Architect, in an address on “' Con- 
trol of Building Elevations ' to the Architec- 
tural Association of Ireland last evening. 

That control, he said, must largely have 
Dublin as its principal field of operation, 
Dublin being the seat of Government, culture 
and commerce, where building activity was 
necessary for over one-seventh of the total 
population of the country. 

In Dublin we could not plead absence of 
architecture as a traditional art; for we had 
still historical buildings of considerable merit 
and suitability, as well as the massed treat- 
ment in our great public squares possessing 
the saving grace of unity. In those latter, 
the designers rightly insisted that it was 
necessary to co-ordinate the various units into 
a harmonious group by the elimination of dis- 
cordant elements, either in design or 
materials. 

It was a comparatively simple matter to 
perpetuate a well-defined tradition, but a 
dificult matter to resurrect a neglected and 
not firmly-rooted tradition. Our circum- 
stances were influenced to-day by that 
neglect, and we were faced with a menace 
of debasement which had been fittingly 
characterised as the ‘‘cult of the uncouth,” 
so that the value of simplicity in form had 
been turned into crudity. To-day many 
architectural elevations, when striving to 
represent the power of mass, resulted merely 
in being bloated incongruities. Modernism 
conceived as a style had been described as 
inverted archeology, and that could not per- 
sist, because it was not in the line of natural 
development. 

Hoving alluded to the conversion of build- 
ings into advertisements and to the develop- 
ment of the illuminated frontage sign as 
street advertisements—which he spoke of as 
disfiguring—Mr. O’Rourke said that a form 
of censorship in architecture must have 
existed in Dublin at one time, otherwise how 
could the restfulness of its old streets and 
squares have been achieved? Without a con- 
tinuous recognition of some such contro] how 
could Dublin of the future escape from hap- 
hazard development in planning out its build- 
ings from a conglomeration of freakish 
frontages? In the future, as in the past, we 
could have unity without monotony, and co- 
ordination without a sacrifice of indivi- 
duality. 

Coming to consider composition in the 
mass—with the collective effect of colour, 
design and materials in close association with 
existing work—Mr. O’Rourke said that it 
was to it alone that statutory contro] was 
directed, and it should not be interpreted 
as a dictatorial ordinance, but as an appeal 
to good taste, good manners and good citizen- 
ship. Any architect who prepared an eleva- 
tion on lines of academic prejudice or stereo- 
typed notions, without knowledge of the 
surroundings of the site, could not be deemed 
otherwise than incompetent. 

Control sought to achieve what might be 
termed ‘‘ unity of intention’’ for a group of 
buildings whose balanced variety might form 
a single whole. All great art expressed unity 
in idea: arghitecture was no exception. 
Hitherto we had had the random use of 
verticality and horizontality in juxtaposition, 
where it could be said that there was any 
character in design. That had been the cause 
of the hopeless architectural failure of our 
street effects. The. perpetuation of that dis- 
order would give no good design of the 
future any chance of reasonable apprecia- 
tion. 

What would be much better than by-laws, 
regulations or methods of contro] would be 
the influence of a sound building tradition 
operated by a body of native architects united 
in an organised search for sane evolution in 
design. 

A vote of thanks, passed on the motion of 
Mr. E. Lionel Crosby, A.R.I.B.A., and 
seconded by Mr. George L. O'Connor, 
F.R.I.A.I., was conveyed to Mr. O'Rourke 
by the President of the Association, Mr 
Simon Leonard, B.Sc., B.Arch., I. A.R.1.B.A., 
who presided.

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‘THE REV. GEORGE C. GRUBB 


_ The death has occurred’ at Wimbledon of 
the .Rev.. George Carleton Grubb, M.A., in 
his 84th year. rn at Cahir, Co. Tipperary, 
‘he was the youngest son of the late Richard 
Grubb, of Cahir Abbey. Mr. Grubb’s 
ancestors for many génerations had belonged 
to the Society of Friends; and also they were 
pioneers in the milling trade on the banks 
of the River Suir. He, was educated at 
‘Trinity College, Dublin, and was ordained as 
a clergyman for the Church of Ireland in 
1879. . As a curate he was especially-.fond of 
work among the soldiers in Cahir, Tippera 
arid Limerick. During his curacy in Limeric 
he.came into touch with D. L. Moody, the 
noted Américan: Evangelist. - A desire to 
folléw in Moody’s steps was fulfilled when, in 
1887, he was asked by the Church Missionary 
‘Society, in company with the late Colonel 
‘Oldham, - to visit their stations in Bombay 
and Ceylon, and from’ that time requests 
mane to reach him from all parts of the 
‘globe, . ae . Samh 

Mr. Grubb’s fruitful missions in London 
'attracted: the «attention of “the. Keswick 
= comes nf and for over thirty, years he. was 
identified with the Keswick Convention. In 
response to an invitation by the convenors 
of the Keswick Convention, hé made one of 
his great world tours in 1889, being accom- 

anied by: his nephew, the late Rev. Oswald 

ichardson ;} Mr.’ Walter K. Campbell, and 
Mr. Millard. . Then again he. visited, in 1892, 
Australia, New Zealand: and Ceylon... Much 
more could be said about his work in Cape- 
town, the Argentine Republic, Montevideo, 
and Brazil and Egypt. ‘ Another of his fruit- 
ful missions was in the Dominion of Canada.
